PUDLIC  HEALTH  OEFICERS  OF  LOCAL  ADTHOEITY 


The  Aledlcal  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer, 
who  also  acts  as  Public  Vaccinator  and  District  M.O.  under 
tl'ie  Poor  Law  Act  for  part  of  the  district. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a whole-time  officer  ; and  other 
Dublic  Health  Officers,  such  as  Veterinary  Surgeons,  Public 
Analvsts  etc.,  come  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding 
Conn  tv  Council. 


PROFESSIOXAL  NURSIXO  IX  THE  HOME 

This  is  principally  carried  out  by  three  District 
Xurses,  two  attachecl  to  the  Hebden  Bridge  District  Nursing 
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Institution,  and  one  to  the  IM^hhohnroyd  and  District  Nurs- 
ing Institution.  These  Nurses  are  qualified  both  in  General 
and  Maternity  Nursing.  They  attend  confinements  at  a 
small  fixed  fee.  Their  work  is  highly  appreciated,  and  their 
services  are  always  much  in  demand. 

These  District  Nursing  Institutions  are  managed  very 
successfully  by  local  Committees  and  are  supported 
principally  by  voluntary  contributions.  The  Institutions 
receive  a subsidy  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  towards  the 
cost  of  running  the  hlaternity  Service.  They  have  no  con- 
nection with  the  Local  Authority.  Midwiws ; The  three. 
District  Nurses  referred  to  are  the  only  practising  mid  wives 
in  the  area. 

There  was  no  change  in  these  arrangements  during  the 
year. 


LABOEATOLY  FACILITIES 


Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield.  Autogen- 
ous vaccines  and  sera  are  supplied  free  of  charge  to  local 
Medical  Practitioners  requiring  same. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  and  immunising  serum  are 
supplied  to  any  Aledical  Practitioner  requiring  them  for  use  in 
their  practice.  Immunisations  against  diphtheria  are  carried 
out  at  local  School  Centres  or  by  doctors  engaged  in  private 
practice,  free  of  charge.  The  cost  of  such  treatment  is  met 
bv  the  Countv  Council  Public  Health  Authorities. 


AhIBULANCE  FACILITIES 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  bv  an  Ambulance  from 
the  F’ever  Hospital.  Non-inf ectious  and  Accident  cases  are^ 
removed  by  an  Ambulance  jointly  owned  by  Hebden  Eoyd 
Urban  Council  and  Hepton  Eural  Council. 

Subscribers  to  the  Halifax  Infirmary  are  entitled  to  free 
use  of  the  Ambulance — there  is  a nominal  charge  made  for 
non-subscribers.  The  present  Gift  Ambulance  is,  in  my 
opinion,  no  longer  suitable  for  the  work  in  this  area. 

CLINICS  AND  TEEATMENT  CENTEES 

Alaternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  established 
at  both  Hebden  Bridge  and  Alytholmroyd.  An  Afternoon 
Clinic  is  held  at  both  centres  each  Wednesday  for  mothers 
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niid  babies,  under  the  supervision  of  a doctor  and  nurses. 
Owing  to  war  conditions  the  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd 
tias  a doctor  in  attendance  only  every  fortnight  An 
additional  Clinic  is  held  in  Hebden  Bridge-  on  Thursdays 
at  2-0'  p.m.  for  evacuees  and  school  children.  These  Clinics 
are  w^ell  attended,  showing  a considerablv  increased  attend- 
ance  in  recent  years.  Morning  School  Clinics  are  held  twice 
weekly  at  Hebden  Bridge  Centre,  under  the  supervision  of 
tile  Health  Nurse.  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  bi-inonthlv 
at  Hebden  Bridge,  under  the  supervision  of  a Lady  Doctor. 
They  are  held  on  the  second  and  last  Friday  of  each  month 
at  1-30  p.m.,  and  are  very  wnll  attended.  At  Mytholmroyd 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month  at  2 p.m. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  held  wnekly  at  both 
Todmorden  and  Sownrby  Bridge. 

The  nearest  treatment  centre  for  venereal  diseases  is  at 
the  Eoval  Halifax  Infirmarv.  Other  free  treatment  Clinics 

t.  t- 

being  at  Burnley  and  Keighley. 

The  Clinics  referred  to  are  under  the  control  of  the 
West  Biding  Countv  Council 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council 
wdrereby  pre-school  and  school  children  can  be  immunised 
free  of  charge  either  at  suitable  centres  or  at  the  schools  or 
l>y  their  own  medical  attendant. 

The  “ Wellcome  ” Diphtheria  Prophylactic  A.P.T.  is 
used  for  inoculation,  and  two  injections  are  given  at  monthly 
intervals.  The  results  so  far  as  T can  ascertain  have  been 
excellent. 

IBlEVALENCEi  OF  AND  CONTROL  OF 
INFECTTOITF  DTSEASES 

During  the  year  the  district  was  free  from  any  serious 
epidemics.  18  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during 
the  year.  These  cases  weae  of  a sporadic  type,  7 cases 
occnirring  in  the  hrst  quarter,  1 case  in  the  second  quarter,  2 
cases  in  the  third  quarter,  and  8 cases  in  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the 
year.  There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  first  five 
months  of  the  vear  wdien  77  of  the  83  Measles  cases  notified 
occurred.  During  this  epidemic  the  Infants’  Department  of 
the  Central  Street  School  was  closed  from  Februarv  9th  to 

t/ 
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iMarch  1st,,  and  disinfected.  The  number  of  Measles 
Cases  notitied  does  not,  1 believe,  at  ail  cover  the 
number  of  Measles  Cases  occurring,  as  some  parents 
will  not  realise  the  seriousness  of  this  disease,  or 
Cisfe  3 foi  call m. ^ in  the  family  doctor  now 
that  this  disease  is  compulsorily  notifiable.  This  being 
so  the  control  of  this  disease  and  prevention  of  epidemics 
becomes  well  nigh  impossible.  Jaundice  was  very  prevalent 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  epidemics  of  this  disease 
occurring  in  various  parts  of  the  district.  School  children 
were  the  main  suffeiers,  though  many  adults  also  contracted 
this  disease.  There  were  minor  epidemics  of  Whoopino- 
Cough  throughout  the  district  from  June  to  October,  during 
which  period  82  cases  were  notified.  As  in  the  case  of 
Measles  in  my  opinion  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
notified  does  not  cover  the  number  of  cases  occurring.  There 
was  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  of  a mild  type  at  the  end  of 
this  year;  one  death  being  registered  as  due  to  this  disease. 
Scabies  proved  troublesome  during  the  yoar,  especially  by 
recurrence  in  cases  previously  treated  and  believed  cured. 
86  cases  nctified  tO'  the  I'ublic  Health  Department  were 
treated  free  of  charge  at  the  General  Hospital,  Halifax, 
Treatment  Centre  Out  Patients’  Department.  Full  advan- 
tage is  not  3-et  being  taken  by  those  affected  of  the  facilities 
provided  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease.  In  connection 
with  the  campaign  against  Scabies  during  the  year  a 
bfmistry  of  Information  film  entitled  “ Scabies  ” was  shown 
in  June  to  Doctors,  Nurses,  Hostel  Staflis,  Health  Depart- 
ment Officials  and  members  of  the  First  Aid  Post  and  Mobile 
Units  in  the  area.  The  campaign  against  Diphtheria  was 
carried  on  successfully  throughout  the  year,  so  that  on 
December  81st,  1943,  82  per  cent,  of  the  under  5 group  and 
96  per  cent,  of  the  5-15  group  of  the  child  population  of  the 
area  were  fully  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  which  is  a 
very  satisfactory  figure.  Propaganda  against  V.D.  was 
(‘arried  on  by  the  distribution  of  leaflets  and  posters. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Anthrax,  Psittacosis,  or  Undulant 
Fever. 

1 do  not  know  of  any  use  of  the  Shick  and  Dick  Tests 
in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  having  been  made.  In 
my  opinion  every  child  immunised  against  Diphtheria  should 
be  Shick  tested.  No  local  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  the 
use  of  Measles  Serum  for  prophylaxis  or  attenuation

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


Water  Supplies 

(a)  Council’s  Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  administered  by  the  Council  Ir-s 
during  the  year  been  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

(b)  Private  Water  Supplies. 

Samples  of  water  for  bacterial  examination  have  been 
taken  from  the  Birchcliffe  Private  Supply,  which  supplies 
a large  number  of  houses  in  the  centre  of  Hebden  Flrldee. 
The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

Several  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  examina- 
tion for  lead  contents,  and  in  one  case  a rather  high  content 
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was  found  in  the  -water  from  a private  supph%  where  the 
water  was  drawn  from  the  main  through  a long  length  of  lead 
pipe. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  have  been  no  extensions  to  the  drainage  scheme 
or  the  tJewage  Disposal  Works  during  1944. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  work  of  public  cleansing,  refuse  disposal,  and 
salvage  coileetion  was  carried  out  during  the  year  at  a cost 
of  £1,890,  which  is  a great  reduction  on  last  year’s  cost.  The 
income  tiom  materials  salvaged  have  played  a large  part  in 
this  reduction.

Housing 

There  has  been  a very  small  amount  of  repair  work  done 
to  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts,  owing  to  the  war  and  the 
shortage  of  man  power.  All  the  available  housing  accommo- 
dation has  been  brought  into  use,  witli  the  influx  of  evacuees 
into  the  area. 

No  new  houses  have  been  built  during  1948. 

FOOD 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
Milk  Supply 

136  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for  submission  to 
the  sediment  test,  and  they  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  three.  The  farmers’  attention  were 
called  to  the  matter,  and  further  samples  were  taken  which 
proved  to  be  very  good. 
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Iniprovements  have  been  carried  out  to  several  Cow- 
sheds and  dairies  where  farmers  are  endeavouring  to  get 
their  premises  up  to^  the  standard  required  by  the  County 
Council  under  the  Milk  (ihpecial  Designations!  Regulations 
1936-42,  with  a view  to  applying  tor  a licence  as 
Accredited  Producers,  and  there  have  been  three  more 
added  to  the  list. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  whole  of  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  this  area 
is  now  carried  out  at  the  abattoir  af.  Halifax. 

Other  Foods 

A large  amount  of  tinned  foods  has  been  inspected  at 
stoiage  places  and  retail  shops  throughout  the  area.  A 
quantity  has  been  found  to  be  in  an  unfit  state  owing  to  being 
blown,  and  in  same  cases  damaged  in  transit.

Under  the  arrangements  made  with  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital  for  out-patient  treatment  of  cases  of  Scabies  from
